Los Angeles prepares Gay 


Elder Housing

(U.S.)The United States is set to open its 
first subsidized housing complex for 
GLBT seniors, in what is being called a 
"major milestone" for recognition. 


The Los Angeles-based facility will cost 
$18 million and will be subsidized to help 
provide homes for low- and medium- 
income residents, and those suffering from 
the effects of HIV/AIDS. It will also offer 
homes for those who are homeless or who 
are at risk for becoming homeless. 


Construction will begin in the spring on 
the 103-unit complex, NBC4 reported. 


Backed by Los Angeles Mayor James 
Hahn, the complex will be funded through 
the Community Redevelopment Agency, 
state grants and bond money. 


Hahn said on Monday that recent research 
showed that the aging GLBT population is 
likely to contain lower income individuals 
that need affordable housing. 


Gay rights organizations in the area said 
that the launch was a chance to show 
support for people that had been the 
forerunners in gay rights and were now 
aging. V

Rk” me personally, I indirectly credit the Internet 
with my coming out. This isn't to say that I 
wouldn't have come out without the internet, but having 
it greatly increased my ability to make supportive 
connections in a much more timely and efficient 
manner. Having lived in complete denial for the first 
eighteen years of my life I was by no means ready to 
fully admit to even myself that I was indeed a lesbian. I 
was terrified to talk to anyone about the conflicting 
feelings I was having. This made me far from ready to 
enter a gay bar, or attend a community event. For me 
that would have been diving in head first, and quite 
frankly I only wanted to dip my baby 
toe in the water. And so I did. 


Comforted by the anonymity of the 
cyber world, I had unlimited resources 
and people at my fingertips. I began talking to a broad 
spectrum of people online, and started to realise that I 
wasn't the giant freak that I thought I was. I wasn't even 
that different in the greater scheme of things. But it wasn't 
until I met a girl by the cyber name of ani_fan that I was 
able to put words to this empowering sense of belonging. 
Seeing as I was more than infatuated with bisexual 
singer/songwriter Ani DiFranco myself, I felt compelled to 
message this mysterious woman who apparently adored her 

as well. And so with a single hello 
ANI "Ani", that would be me, met ani_fan. 
That message 
changed the course of 
my life. You see 
what I didn't know 
was that the 
intriguing girl I was 
talking to was a 
lesbian. And in an 
odd turn of events I 
began to fall for her 
before she even disclosed 
this to me.

You have to be very clear on 
who you are and what you want before 
you take steps to meeting people in 
person from the online world. And the 
people around you will most likely frown 
at your online pursuits. People had 
varying reactions when we told them the story of how we 
met. I suppose back in 1997 the Internet was still new 
enough that it was shocking. Not only was I gay, but I met 
my girlfriend online. GASP!!!!_ Something tells me that if 
the same thing happened today it would illicit far less of a 
response. However, I do feel very strongly that I was lucky 
in a lot of ways. My elusive meet-up with ani_fan could 
have proved disastrous if she had been a he, or even looked 
or acted different than what I knew to be true. But we were 
both cautious, honest people

such pride. Excess is deemed inappropriate for all members of 
society when it leads to or may be predicted to lead to self- 
destruction. Excess alcohol and drug use is not of my personal 
concern as long as such use does not prove detrimental to 
others. Whatever an individual decides to do to him or herself 
is within their own right of choice. However, excessive sexual 
promiscuity and the acceptance of sex as purely pleasure 
seeking behaviour for a generation that did not directly 
experience the devastation of AIDS is unacceptable no matter 
what an individual's sexual orientation is. 


The majority of young gay men who practice a homosexual 
lifestyle of excess develop problems in direct relation to these 
excesses. Homosexuality in isolation is not the source of 
anyone's problems; rather, the practice of a destructive lifestyle 
results in the typical problems associated with being gay. For 
instance, the inability to maintain relationships, both intimate 
and plutonic, can be directly related to all three of the excesses 
being discussed. Alcohol and drug use hinder judgement and 


may lead individuals to forgo mutual respect and adopt 
behaviours that reflect one-sided pleasure seeking goals, 
which result in the deterioration of positive relations. Further, 
promiscuity results in the acceptance of a definition of sex 
that does not require love and consequently sex is devalued 
and no longer retains the same ability to express love, and the 
inability to express love with sex to the same degree leaves 
relationships vulnerable to expendability. 


There is no casual relationship between homosexuality and 
all personal problems. The casual relationship exists within 
the preservation of a destructive lifestyle. Although the use of 
destructive self-definitions exist within all sexual orienta- 
tions, such definitions have often been viewed as the result of 
homosexuality rather than the result of individual choice and 
freewill. The equation of homosexuality with enduring life 
trials undermines pride in homosexuality and such excuses 
should not be tolerated by a community that is deserving of 
both acceptance and pride. - Living an excess lifestyle is a 
choice not an excuse -
